-inancíal aid. They were scheduled to be ai rborne at 4:00
orclock p.m.r the time for which the meeting was origÌnal ly set-

BOWI'IAN-HALEY PROJECT John Amundson, attorney for the Bourman County
I,later Managernent D i str íct introduced Rudy

Bertsch and 0laf Soreide to the Cormission and thanked the Cormission for
allowing them to appear before them. He explained that the district would
be allowed fifty years to pay the Corps of Engineers the estimated cost of
$620,000. The payment period would be delayed ten yeers, interest free.
iheref,tre, the money they have available now could be ínvested for twelve
years l¡efore the first payment is due. lt is estimated that if the d¡str¡ct
ñad $2110,OOO ¡nvested the annual ¡nterest of such investment plus the money

pledgerl úy the municipalities to be benefited by the project and the $10,000
pledgert by the district, would give the district enough Tgney .to 1l low it
io ré.t each annual paymént as ít became due and st¡ll allow the district
to retain the princîpal $260,000. The district lackes approximately
$46,600 of this required 5260,000. lt was pointed out that the district
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must prove to the Corps of Engíneers its ability to pay noh, not when the dam

í s comp I eted .

It was explained that the d¡strÍct is basing
its abilíty to meet the future payments on the suPPosition that the countyrs
tax levy vóuld contínue to yîeld the necessary incorne and the oíl royalties
¡t ¡s näw receiving would reach a maximum of $31000 and would also not be

taken away by a fulure legislature. lf eîther source of incorne should fail
to yield lts anticipâted ãmount the district would be faced with a deficit
whîch it could not overcorne. lt was explained how each legal ent¡ty w¡th¡n
the district and the district itseìf expects to raise the amount of money

each has pledged. lf the dîstrict had an additional $46,600 it would have

enough roh.y Io invest and be able to meet the annual Payments on the basis
of the interest earned by such Ínvestment. Subsection 7 of section 6l-02'14
of the North Dakota Century Code was read and discussed. lt was felt that
this statute, amended by the 1963 Legislative Assembly, would allow the
Corrnissíon to grant the district its request.

' Conmissioner Einar Dahl raised the question
of the Commissionrs authority to give money to the district for the purpose
of using the interest yield. lt was the general consensus of opinion that
the Conmission is authorized in section 3 of HB 525 to give the district
the money requested to be paid to the Corps of Engireers on the principal
amount owed and thus reduce the funds needed to be invested by that amount.
